Treatment Suggested For 
Three Types Of Burns

BuESS are class'fled according 
fo the degree of tissuc dam-

burn blisters form, and in a 
third-degree burn the deeper 
tissues are injured even 
destroyed, 

Whencver more than one-tenth 
of the body surface is affected by 
a burn of second-or-third-dcerree, 
there Is danger 
be accomplished by stood treat- 
ment is shown by the ultimate 
recovery of man, people “who 
have had up to { of the body 
surface burned. 

It was thought at one time thot 
extensive burns were dangerous 
because the body absorbed toxic 
or poisonous substances from 
the burned area. Today we arco 
less Bure about this, but we do 
know that one of the worst con- 
sequences of serious burns Is the 
loss of body fluids and the conse- 
quent shock. A bad burn can 
prove fatal. Later on, the chicf 
danger comes from toxemia. 
Subsequently, infection may de- 
velop and be another source of 
grave danger. 


Three-fold Treatment | 


treatment is directed at 
combating these three things. It 
consists chiefly in the adminis- 
tration of drugs to case the 
pain; the giving, by Injection into 
a vein, of fluids to replace those 
lost from the burned aren, and 
protection against infection.

Emergency Action 


In all cases of severe burns, 
the first and most important 
thing Is (o call the doctor, If he 
can come'at once, it js better not 
to attempt to dress the wound, If 
his services cannot be secufed 
promptly, wet dressings, made 
of a pint of sterile water and 
tablespoonful of baking soda, 
may be applicd over the burned 
surface. But, remember, this Is 
only emergency treatment. it 
will not suffice to heal the burn 
or to save the patient's life. For 


-this, medical ald ts required, and 


the soaner it can be had the bet- 
ter the chance for recovery. 


In a first-degree burn there is 
little danger of Infection because 
the skin surface [s not broken. 
Nonctheless, the burn may be in- 
tensely painful and, as a rule, a 
mild ointment, such as sterile pe- 
troleum jelly, can be appiicd to 
give relief. Cold water, applied 
to a small first-degree burn, such 


. as that caused by a match, may 


also be helpful ‘In relieving the 
pain, However, it should be ap- 
plicd only for a moment. 


Before Doctor Arrives 


But, remember, in any burn 
that is at nll extensive, first re- 
move the patient from the im- 
mediate’ vicinity of the accident. 
Noxt, call the doctor. Then apply 
a mixture of baling soda and 
cool water. Finally, while wnit-

System Unlikely 
To Be Abused 


London, May  8.—The 
transfers of cricketers at 
astronomical fees are en- 
visnged by some cricket 
followers because of the 
ability of players to change 
County teams under special 
registration. 

There ore some within and 
outside the membership of the 
MCC who think that too much 
freedom in the movements of 
plryers from one County to 
another fs being pirmitted. 

The time appears to be ap- 
froaching, these critles fear, 
when we shal be reading of 
a Len Hutton or a Denis Comp- 
ton being signed on by such 
and such a County. 


Now, while more registrations 
tppear {o have ‘been approved 
during the close senson than in 
pust years, there is no real 
Wkelihood of a transfer system 
developing in cricket, : 

Rule 10 on speeinl  registra- 
tions atatrs that once a player 
han been registered he shall not 
be omtitled to apply for_rigis- 
tration for another Crunty 
within a period of five years.
